1. Claims 1-2, 5, 8-16, and 21-25 Pending. 
Claims 3-4, 6-7, and 17-20 Canceled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

a) Cancel Claims 17-20 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
7/16/2009 has been entered.

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see response, filed 7/16/2009, with respect to Claims 1-2, 

5, 8-16, and 21-25 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 1-2, 
5, 8-16, and 21-25 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-2, 5, 8-16, and 21-25 allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Examiner notes that while the prior art made of record discloses the functionality 

of creating a table of non-context dependant metadata and querying for records based 
on that metadata table, the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests the limitation 
of "each information object comprising metadata defining a hierarchical structure of 
branches" and therefor also do not disclose the limitations generating a top join for 
joining all results at a metadata type object" and "traversing the branches of the search 
query top down" in addition to other hierarchical branch structure dependant search 
operations.
